RULING OF THE CHAIR 


Bill C-41 deletes clauses 2 and 4 of the Act and attempts to substitute something else for them. The 
amendments of Mr. Schmidt re-introduce the sections of the Act that the bill would delete. The 
wording in both amendments is almost word for word that of the original Act. In this instance, the 
proper course of action would be to vote against the clauses in the bill and re-install the provisions of 
the Act that way. 


Where upon Mr. Schmidt appealed the decision of the Chair. The question was put by the Chair: 
"Shall the decision of the Chair be sustained?" The Chair's decision was sustained on the following 
division:
